The adult giraffes barn has a large area of wet dirt and 
piles [;i'f fec^S in Iha corner the girafle occupies the moot- The three adult tigrars had multiph piles of old white chalky 
Iccas In the outsida ertetosure and the iwa Insicta darts wara oavarad with aid faathors, dirt, dried faoas, and avdanoa 
of rodents. An enclosure with 3 alpacas arKi a pony has a large pile of wet substrate and ieces in ibe shelter area. 

A shed in the enclosure with 9 Nubian goats and 3 pd belly pigs hajS a pile hi dusiy dirty bedding with dried up Ieces 
mixed In it. The pg and baoy pg were lying In ihls. The Tractor Ride ama is occup»ed by vayiops hoolslock from 
sheep to bison. Throughout the feeding areas and all along the driveways, are excessive amounts of leoes- Animal 
arvd feed wastes need te be rentcved iram pnmery ertclosures on e regular besis tc prevent ocnlaminetion of the 
animals and lo minimize disease hazacds. Several of these enclosures were cleaned during this inspection.
